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Privacy is 
a concern 
for library 
hub users 

A CONSULTATION over a 
new community hub at 
Oswestry Library has 
revealed serious concerns 
over the privacy of people 
who use the service. 

The hub opened in the 
library in September, taking 
over as the town’s main con¬ 
tact point for Shropshire 
Council services. 

In April, following its first 
six months, a consultation 
was carried out among visi¬ 
tors, and the results were 
revealed at a meeting of 
Oswestry Town Council last 
night. 

Chris Westwood, cus¬ 
tomer services manager at 
Shropshire Council, said the 
plan was to make the hub 
somewhere where people 
could go to make phone calls 
or using the internet, but 
where they would also be 
able to talk to an adviser if 
they needed to. 

However, he admitted 
that the issue of the privacy 
of the users of the hub was 
something that needed to be 
looked at. 

“Some of the people don’t 
seem to be as aware that 
they can be overheard,” he 
said. 

Councillor Duncan Kerr 
said : “I find the privacy 
issue completely unaccept¬ 
able. I’ve seen people there 
in emotional distress and 
other people have clearly 
been concerned.” 

Mr Westwood added: 
“What we need is more pri¬ 
vacy but I can’t see any way 
of doing this without 
encroaching on more space.”

RESCUE TALKS AFTER 

CINEMA SHUTS DOWN 


RESCUE talks have begun in a bid to 
save Welshpool’s Pola Cinema after a 
businessman revealed he plans to 
reopen it as soon as possible. 

The cinema, in Berriew Street, which was operated 
by Richard Thacker and his son Simon, closed last 
Thursday after 75 years as the entertainment centre 
of the town, with the family saying multi-screen com¬ 


plexes in nearby towns 
were hitting them hard. 

But Marc John, owner of 
Quantum Digital, a cinema 
technology business based in 
Buckinghamshire, said he 
has begun talks with the 
building’s owner in the hope 
he can return the business 
to its former glory. 

Mr John, who has worked 
in the industry for more 
than a decade for the likes of 
Picture House, Cineworld 
and Odeon, where he was 
head of digital cinema from 
2001 to 2003, said he was 
desperate to keep cinemas 
open in smaller towns. 

He said: “I have been in 
contact with the landlord 
and hope to open some sort 
of formal discussion very 
soon. 

“I have read a lot about 
the sad closure of Pola and I 
would love to speak to the 
council and businesses in 
Welshpool - as well as resi¬ 
dents - to see if there is a 
demand for cinema in the 
town. 

“If there is then I would 
be more than happy to look 
at setting it back up again. 

“My interest is obviously 
at a very early stage and I 
would need to look at the 
books and how popular a 
return would be, but it is 
something I would love to 
do. 

“I am a massive cinema 
fan and have worked in the 
business for many years. I 
don’t think turning the cin¬ 
ema digital would be as 
expensive as the £130,000 
Mr Thacker feared - in fact 
I think you could do the

larger screen for about 
£50,000.” 

Mr Thacker, who was 
unavailable to comment on 
the possible reopening, said 
the decision to close the cin¬ 
ema, which opened in 1938, 
was heartbreaking, but said 
the closing two nights only 
attracted a handful of fans. 

The Thacker family did, 
however, appear to distance 
themselves from Mr John’s 
plans to reopen the cinema 
in a post on social network¬ 
ing site Facebook, describing 
the interest as a publicity 
stunt in a post which was 
later removed. 

Craig Humphreys, owner 
of the complex which also 
houses Molto Nightclub, 
confirmed he had received 
contact from Mr John. 

“We have started a discus¬ 
sion process which is at a 
very preliminary stage,” he 
said. 

“The cinema has played a 
major role in entertaining 
generations of people in 
Welshpool and it is very sad 
to see the doors closed. 

“It is important to say 
that the dialogue with Mr 
John has only just started 
and I would not like to build 
anyone’s hopes up that the 
Pola will be opening again 
soon. 

“But it is a very positive 
sign that someone is show¬ 
ing interest and we will be 
discussing the costs of leas¬ 
ing the building and operat¬ 
ing a cinema with Mr John.”

Town police 
station will 
reopen to 
the public 

THE door to Welshpool 
Police Station is to be 
reopened to the public, 
members of the town’s busi¬ 
ness forum were told on 
Monday night. 

Since the station’s recep¬ 
tion closure last year officers 
have been unable to respond 
to visitors, despite being 
inside the building. 

Visitors are currently 
forced to talk to a telephon¬ 
ist in the Dyfed Powys Police 
headquarters in Car¬ 
marthen via an intercom 
system while PCSOs man a 
van sited on Tesco Car Park. 

But Inspector Matthew 
Scrace told the forum that 
things were changing. 

“Mistakes have been 
made and having a van at 
Tesco is ludicrous,” he said. 
“There will not be a recep¬ 
tionist but while officers are 
inside the station they will 
respond to members of the 
public from now on. 

“It has been extremely 
frustrating to see officers 
inside the station who were 
unable to respond to knocks 
on the door. We are deter¬ 
mined to improve accessibil¬ 
ity.” 

And the inspector also 
confirmed police were work¬ 
ing with the town council to 
tackle anti-social behaviour 
and would be presenting a 
case to Powys County Coun¬ 
cil for a Designated Public 
Place Order for identified 
trouble spots. He was 
responding to complaints of 
anti-social behaviour in the 
Puzzle Square area. 

Safety on 
the agenda 

MAKING the zebra crossing 
in Trefonen safer for pedes¬ 
trians will be on the agenda 
at the next meeting of 
Oswestry Rural Parish 
Council on Tuesday at Rhy- 
dycroesau Village Hall.

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Company overcomes a harsh 
winter to reveal record results

AGRICULTURAL group Wynnstay overcame 
the cold winter weather to reveal another 
record set of results, as pre-profits rose 15 
per cent to £5.2 million. 

The group, which is based in Llansantffraid 
enjoyed a 12 per cent increase in revenue to £216.1 
million thanks to a combination of increased feed, 
seed and fertiliser sales, 
new acquisitions and a 
rise in commodity prices. 

That meant its agricul¬ 
ture division’s sales rose by 
11 per cent to £172.9 mil¬ 
lion, while its retail section 
saw 13 per cent revenue 
growth to £43.76m across its 
Wynnstay and Just for Pets 
brands. 

It is now looking at fur¬ 
ther organic growth, and 
fresh acquisitions, to further 
add to sales. 

Chief executive Ken 
Greetham said: “It has been 
a period of general steady 
growth for the business as 
there is a very strong agri¬ 
cultural market out there. 

“We continue to look for 
opportunities that bring 
strength to the business, 
and will continue to do so for 
the next 24 months just as 
we have in the last two 
years.” 

He added: “Most of our 
expansion is coming from 
extending our footprint, but 
we do have a very strong 
head office and if we 
extended the business it 
tends to bring jobs to the 
local area.” 

The long winter and last 
year’s wet summer have 
made for exceptional condi¬ 
tions in the agricultural 
industry, reducing the grain 
harvest. 

Wynnstay, which employs 
more than 800 people across 
its group, saw feed sales rise 
by 13 per cent as a conse¬ 
quence of the shortage of 
available food for livestock.” 


Pub chain 
looking to 
open site 
in town 

NATIONAL pub chain JD 
Wetherspoon has confirmed 
it is looking to open a new 
premises in Welshpool. 

The company, which is 
famed for its bargain priced 
food and drink, has been 
looking at several sites in 
the town with a view to 
opening a new pub. 

The announcement has 
ended years of speculation 
by confirming it wants to 
come to the town, following 
the lead of Marstons, which 
opened The Smithfield Bell 
pub in Mill Lane in June last 
year, creating 46 jobs. 

Eddie Gershon, company 
spokesman, said company 
bosses have visited the town 
to look at sites, but would 
not elaborate. 

He said: “Wetherspoon is 
keen to open in Welshpool. 
We will not discuss individ¬ 
ual sites.” 

Meanwhile, Marstons has 
claimed that the Smithfield 
Bell has turned over almost 
£lmillion in its first year of 
trading. The company is 
advertising for a head chef 
to start work at the pub.

Plaque tribute 
is in memory 
of composer 

A NEW plaque is to be unveiled in Oswestry 
in honour of a composer and one of Britain’s 
best known pre-war radio broadcasters. 

Sir Henry Walford Davies was the Master 
of the Kings Musick presenter and composer 
of many famous pieces of classical music, 
including the march to celebrate the birth 
of the RAF, still played today. 

Now one of the current classical musi¬ 
cians in the town is to make his own tribute 
to the composer. 

Christopher Symons a former teacher at 
Oswestry School and organiser of the popu¬ 
lar Oswestry Recital Series has commis¬ 
sioned a commemorative plaque of the 
composer. 

It will be attached to the wall of Christ 
Church and unveiled at a ceremony on Sun¬ 
day when some of his works will be per¬ 
formed. 

During the ceremony a choir from St 
Oswald’s will sing a piece composed by Wal¬ 
ford Davies and the Porthywaen band will 
play another of his works. 

Born in 1896 Sir Henry Walford Davies 
held the title Master of the King’s Musick 
from 1934 until 1941. 

He entered the Royal College of Music in 
1890 and remained there as a teacher. 

In 1898 he was appointed the first direc¬ 
tor of music to the newly created Royal Air 
Force which led to him writing the March 
RAF March Past, still played by many 
marching bands today. 

Walford Davies was knighted in 1922 and, 
in 1934, was appointed Master of the King’s 
Music. He died in 1941 in Bristol. 


Mr Partridge, a former chef now living 
in China, is currently a volunteer teacher 
of Western cookery and English at a col¬ 
lege in Guizhou, but is selling himself as 
the “world’s only professional best man”. 

He is appealing for couples across the 
world to contact him and invite him to be 
involved in their nuptials. 

He said: “My first significant experi¬ 
ence of a wedding was my mother’s in the 
mid 1980s. 

“It was such a great day and I remem¬ 
ber feeling all the love and warmth. 

“Through my career in hospitality I 
have worked hundreds of weddings and 
they bring out the best in people.

“I remember working at a country 
house hotel in the Marches. In one room 
a formal wedding party with a five course 
meal and in the next a farmer’s marriage 
with hot beef baps and a keg of scrumpy - 
polar opposite occasions. 

“By 9pm the functions had merged and 
become one big party - it was electric and 
the cheesy wedding disco was in full 
swing, the two brides were gossiping and 
slugging champagne together on the ter¬ 
race for hours.” 

Mr Partridge has been an usher a few 
times but has not yet had his own special 
day. 

He said: “I have started enjoy the sim¬ 
ilarities between us all. 

“I came up with the idea of celebrating 
diversity and similarities between us on a 
boozy night with a crowd of backpackers. 

“The conversation turned to weddings 
and I enthused about my experiences and 
decided I want to go to weddings all over 
the world.” 

Once he settled in China he began plac¬ 
ing adverts and within a week had been 
invited to three weddings in Indonesia, 
Bulgaria and South Korea.

Plan for town 
library unveiled 

A SECTION of Oswestry’s library that has 
lain unused for the past few years could be 
transformed into a theatre and community 
venue for the town. 

The purpose-built public library was 
mothballed when the facility was extended 
five years ago. 

Now the Friends group says it wants to 
investigate the possibility of opening up the 
unused space to give residents a new com¬ 
munity hall. 

Chairman of the Friends of Oswestry 
Library Steve Haworth said it was a crying 
shame that the former library, which even 
includes a ready made cinema, has simply 
been boarded up and forgotten about. 

“There is a campaign at the moment to 
turn the old Regal Cinema into a commu¬ 
nity venue. But this seems a very expensive 
concept. Here at the library we have a ready 
made facility, with heating, lighting and 
toilets all there.” 


Some villagers want instead to see the 
play equipment on the recreation ground. 

The committee agreed to look into put¬ 
ting out a survey to see where the majority 
of villagers would like the money spent. 

The meeting at St John’s Church heard 
Shropshire Councillor David Lloyd’s call for 
the community to work together to deliver 
the long overdue children’s play provision 
in the village. 

He said that nearly £60,000 out of 
£90,000 contributed by the firm that devel¬ 
oped the Maes Alyn estate remained 
unspent despite a funding agreement 
between the former Oswestry Borough 
Council and Jones Bros in 2002. The other 
£20,000 was spent on a skatepark on the 
recreation ground. 

After the meeting he said: “I see it as my 
duty to bring an end to the stalemate that 
has already denied one generation of tod¬ 
dlers a playground on their doorstep.” 

Parent Michelle Perry said some of the 
residents of Maes Alwyn had objected to the 
scheme for a play area on the estate, want¬ 
ing instead the money to be used at the 
recreation ground. 

She said: “The recreation ground is on 
the wrong side of the busy main road 
through Weston Rhyn and we cant let the 
children go their on their own. 

“Children already play on the grass at 
Maes Alwyn and they really need some play 
equipment there.”

MOTORISTS are being urged to 
empty vehicles of all valuables follow¬ 
ing a spate of thefts in Mid Wales. 

Dyfed Powys Police said eight thefts 
from vehicles have been recorded 
across Powys since June 8 with mobile 
phones, bags and sat nav equipment 
taken. 

Now the force is urging people to 
empty their vehicles when parking and 
leave the glove box open to show there 
is nothing inside. 

Constable Andrew Jones said thefts 
from cars tend to rise during the sum¬ 
mer with people travelling to tourist 


spots with their family, taking electri¬ 
cal goods for the journey. 

He added: “Even though we have 
low crime in the area and the county is 
one of the safest places to live, we still 
need to use common sense. 

“Please don’t leave anything of 
value on display in your car, even if you 
are only leaving it for a short while. 
Employing a few simple measures can 
help to deter would-be thieves and 
keep your property safe.” 

He said there had been eight thefts 
from motor vehicles recorded between 
June 8 and 11. 


He added: “Unfortunately, despite 
warnings, there is a core of motorists 
that still don’t realise the dangers of 
leaving their valuables on show in 
their car. And some still forget to lock 
their car. 

“So our message is clear. If anything 
of value has to be left with the vehicle 
it should be locked away in the boot 
and kept out of sight.

A FATHER and son who repeat¬ 
edly punched, kicked and 
stamped on a defenceless man in 
a street attack in Oswestry have 
been sent to prison. 

Sickening CCTV footage showing 
Wayne Edwin Price, 45, and his son 
Thomas Gavin Price, 23, attacking 
Mark Price as he lay on the ground 
helped a jury convict the pair at a trial 
earlier this year. 

The men, both of Lime Grove in 
Oswestry, had admitted assaulting Mr Price 
but denied intending to cause grievous bod¬ 
ily harm throughout the two-day trial. 

The victim, who is no relation to the men, 
was left bloodied and unconscious outside 
the town’s Top Shop in Laburnum Drive on 
April 19 last year. 

The Shrewsbury Crown Court jury saw 
photographs taken by police of Mark Price’s 
swollen and bloodied face but heard that he 
suffered no fractures or broken bones. 

The father and son appeared back at 
Shrewsbury on Friday to be sentenced. 
Judge Peter Barrie jailed Thomas Price, the 
principal aggressor, for 30 months while 
Wayne Price, who jumped in to assist his 
son, got 24 months. 

Sentencing the pair, Judge Barrie said: 
“An important part of this trial was the 
CCTV footage taken outside the shop. That 
footage shows that this was an unprovoked 
assault on Mark Price. At no stage did he 
raise a hand to either of you. 

“You set upon him, kicked him repeatedly 
to the body and to the head until he lost con¬ 
sciousness and, when he was there lying on 
the floor, you walked away from him. 

“It may be there was some background 
that provided a reason for you to attack him, 
but nothing I have heard about even 
remotely justifies that sort of physical vio¬ 
lence, especially when he was offering none 
to you. 

“It was only a matter of pure luck that as 
a result of this that he did not suffer the 
kind of serious injuries you were so clearly 
trying to inflict upon him.” 

Miss Debra White, for Thomas Price, said 
he had shown a great deal of remorse and 
was sorry for what he had done. 

Mr Danny Smith, for Wayne Price, said it 
was a classic case where ‘blood was thicker 
than water’ and that his client had been 
looking out for his son.

A MAN who armed himself 
with a knife and threatened 
to kill a man with whom he 
said he had psychic commu¬ 
nications has been given a 
hospital order. 

Kevin Lloyd, 26, of Hill 
View, Weston Rhyn, was 
charged with possessing a 
weapon in a public place and 
making threats to kill. But 
at Shrewsbury Crown Court 
Judge Robin Onions said: 
“Prison is not the place.” 

Instead Mr Lloyd will 
receive treatment for delu¬ 
sional disorder at a secure 
care home. 

He was arrested outside 
Sainsbury’s in Oswestry on 
November 27, 2011 when 
his father called police with 
concerns that he had left the 
house with a 10-inch knife. 

Mr Lloyd said he had been 
psychic from the age of 13 or 
14 and had been communi¬ 
cating telepathically with 
someone ever since, without 
knowing who it was. 

He believed that person 
had given him bad advice 
and had “ruined his life”. 

On the night in question 
he said he realised the psy¬ 
chic conversations were hap¬ 
pening between himself and 
a man he used to work with. 

He said he set out to kill 
him but did not know where 
he lived. Judge Robin called 
it a “desperately sad case” 
and imposed a restraining 
order to prevent Mr Lloyd 
from contacting his former 
colleague again. 


Hospital pays tribute after 
ex-nursing manager dies 


A NURSE who helped design state-of-the-art hospital theatres at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic has died. 

Miss Jean Greaves MBE was one of only 150 frontline staff nurses to be invited to a Downing 
Street reception in 2008 to celebrate 60 years of the NHS. 

She helped plan the sterile air theatres at the Orthopaedic Hospital during a 48-year career in 
nursing. Miss Greaves died on June 8, aged 81. 

She was a theatre and nursing manager at The Robert Jones and Agnes Hunt Orthopaedic Hos¬ 
pital until her retirement in 1991. Chief executive of the hospital, Mrs Wendy Farrington Chadd,

Nurses. 

“In 2008, Miss Greaves was one of just 
over 150 frontline NHS staff invited to a 
special reception with then-Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown at Number 10 Downing 
Street to celebrate the 60th birthday of the 
NHS,” she said. 

“She was instrumental in the formula¬ 
tion and planning of the state-of-the-art 
theatres which we enjoy today and worked 
with other great clinical leaders such as 
Miss Mary Powell and Professor Brian T 
O’Connor. She continued her links with 
staff at the hospital after her retirement 
and, while she will be missed, she leaves a 
legacy for others to remember her by.” 

Miss Greaves joined the Robert Jones and 
Agnes Hunt Hospital at Gobowen near 
Oswestry in 196 and was soon promoted to 
theatre manager, going on to serve 28 years 
in the theatre unit, sterile supply and pre 
and post-operative care of patients. 

Working with Professor Brian O’Connor, 
she co-researched the optimum design for 
the new theatres. 

She was chairman of the National Asso¬ 
ciation of Theatre Nurses from 1980 to 1983 
and as such became heavily involved in 
improvements in theatre nursing working 
practices. 


Checks planned 
for homes site 

A FORMER industrial site will have to be checked 
for contamination if plans to build 10 houses in 
Morda are approved, county public protection offi¬ 
cers have said. 

The officers say the inquiries would be needed 
because the proposed site, near Old Mapsis Way in 
Morda near Oswestry is by a historic brickworks and 
coalmine. 

Papers lodged in support of the proposal by appli¬ 
cant Elizabeth Burton say the plans for 10 bunga¬ 
lows will bring overgrown and unused land back into 
use and would also help ease the county’s housing 
shortage problem. 

Shropshire Council’s public protection officers say 
in their report: “The proposed site is located adja¬ 
cent to a historic brickworks and coal mine. There 
is therefore the potential for contamination on this 
land from either or both of these activities.” 

They recommend various conditions should 
approval be given, adding: “No development shall 
take place until a site investigation report has been 
undertaken to assess the nature and extent of any 
contamination on the site.”

A LONE sailor from Pant, near 
Oswestry, has completed his quest to 
sail around the entire boundary of 
Wales. 

Arnold Grayston, 73, is back on dry land after a 
marathon challenge that has seen him take a small 
boat across seas, and along rivers and lakes in aid 
of Severn Hospice. 

The pensioner completed the exhausting three- 
week challenge on Sunday when he arrived safely 
back in Shrewsbury on the River Severn shortly 
after 3pm. 

The grandfather was greeted by supporters, who 
gathered at the Welsh Bridge to welcome him back. 

Mr Grayston said: “The support and help I have 
received on this journey from people I had never 
met before has been amazing. 

“All I need to now is for as many people as pos¬ 
sible to give whatever they can afford so that Sev¬ 
ern Hospice can continue to support people living 
with life-threatening illnesses and their families.” 

His voyage in the tiny rigid, inflatable boat, with 
a tailor-made canopy saw him battle through huge 
waves on the Severn estuary and around the coast 
of Wales. 

Mr Grayston set out from the Welsh bridge on 
May 24, taking on the challenge in memory of his 
wife Karen. He decided to raise funds for the Sev¬ 
ern Hospice, where his wife spent the last days of 
her life and the sailor spent three weeks battling 
against weather and changing water conditions to 
sail the hundreds of miles of coast around Wales. 

His success depended on whether he could battle 
through the narrow River Morda, which connects 
the Montgomery canal to the River Vrnwy, and on 
to the River Severn, but he successfully completed 
the final leg and sailed across the finishing line.

Bryan wants to create a 
buzz about saving bees

WITH concern growing across 
Europe over a dramatic fall in bee 
populations, one man has turned 
his St Martins garden into a haven 
for the insects - and is urging oth¬ 
ers to do the same. 

Chemicals used in pesticides are 
blamed by some scientists for killing off 
all types of bees, which are crucial for 
supporting the natural world. 

But in Bryan Swaine’s garden one type 
of bee is being encouraged to set up home, 
and he is reaping the rewards. 

Unlike the honey or the bumblebee, the 
solitary or masonry bee lives the life of a 
loner, with each female laying her eggs in 
an individual hole and sealing it. 

The bees are fast finding that Mr 
Swaine’s garden is a perfect spot, with his 
home-made bee houses on walls and 
fences, and his bee friendly plants perfect 
for the nectar they need. 

Mr Swaine said the last two years had 
seen a worrying decline in all types of 
bees. 

“There could be a number of reasons, 
including the dreadful, wet summers we 
have had recently and animals such as 
badger rooting up nests,” he said. 

“Far too many people are using insecti¬ 
cides in their gardens,” he added. 

Since Mr Swaine moved to his home in 
St Martins three years ago he has made 
several bee homes that now grace walls 
and fences. 

They are made from short pieces of 
bamboo cane secured together and 
mounted on a vertical surface. 

“I have even used a bird box as a casing 
for one of the homes. The bees love it,” he 
said. “Each bee will lay up to five eggs in 
an individual cane.” 

Already this year the bees have repaid

him for his kindness. “There are hardly 
any honey bees around the area. But 
thanks to my solitary bees my apple trees 
have all been pollinated.” 

Another spin off is the huge number of 
butterflies that are also attracted to the 
garden by his flowers. 

“It is not a big garden but it is a joy to 
be in,” he added. 

Mr Swaine said he was keen to change 
people’s fear of bees. 

“People think that bees will sting, but 
they will only sting if they are in fear of 
being crushed,” he said. 

“If anyone wanted they could come 
along and make a video in the garden to 
show to schoolchildren it could help them 
overcome their fears and teach them 


more about the bee.” The gardener’s con¬ 
cern for the bee population was echoed by 
the Shropshire Beekeepers’ Association. 

Chris Thomas, spokesman for the group, 
said bees are facing threats on two fronts. 

He said: “We don’t know quite how seri¬ 
ously damaging the current crop of pesti¬ 
cides are for bees and other insects. 

“There’s nothing yet that’s completely 
definitive. Add to that the weather, which 
has been quite severe and unsettled, and 
the bees have been really under pressure 
recently.” 

Mr Thomas said more people should be 
encouraged to create a bee-friendly garden. 
“It’s a very good idea and it’s very simple,” 
he said.

WHAT ISSUES DO I NEED TO CONSIDER IF I 
ALLOW STAFF TO WORK FROM HOME? 

Q. I run a successful IT company and many of my employees have made enquiries about working from home. I have no fundamental issue 
with this as I feel that for most employees it would be practical. But as an employer, I wonder if there are any particular issues that I should 
be considering? 

A. There are a number of factors to consider here. In particular it would be sensible to propose new contracts for those employees who 
wish to work from home. The new contracts should consider matters including (but not limited to) provision for payment of expenses 
(e.g. use of home telephone), reporting procedures (e.g. requirement to call into the office at the start of the working day), and asking the 
employee to confirm that working from home does not breach any term of their mortgage or lease. 

You should also bear in mind that even though the employee is working in their home, you are still under the same Health and Safety 
obligations as if the employee is working in the office. Therefore a proper risk assessment should be carried out. 

Additionally, certain employees may qualify to request to work from home as part of their right to request flexible working. A request for 
flexible working should be considered by you as an employer and should only be refused on one of the specified grounds (e.g. burden of 
additional costs). 

As you can see there are a number of factors to consider. So before you take the step of allowing employees to work from home it would be 
prudent to discuss the issues further with a solicitor who specialises in employment law.

Plenty of 
respite is 
must for 
all carers 

A NEW survey by Carers 
Week has found that six out 
of 10 carers have suffered 
from depression because of 
the unrelenting stress of 
their caring role. 

I work for a disability 
charity called Vitalise and 
unfortunately this fact 
comes as no surprise to us. 
We know that carers are not 
taking enough respite - and 
we know why. 

One of our own studies 
found that six out of 10 car¬

Badger cull 
not answer 
to problem 

THE only methods of eradi¬ 
cation, or large scale reduc¬ 
tion, of bovine TB which will 
be effective are those meth¬ 
ods which have been shown 
to work, and helped to 
greatly reduce the incidence, 
of human TB. 

Those methods are vacci¬ 
nation and improvement in 
diet and living conditions/ 
environment. Cattle should 
be vaccinated and their liv¬ 
ing and transportation con¬ 
ditions and nutrition 
improved. 

Killing thousands of badg¬ 
ers, the majority of which 
are free of bovine TB, will 
not eradicate this disease in 
cattle. One would need to 
carry out mass extermina¬ 
tions of several species to 
make any significant long¬ 
term difference.

Sad day as final curtain falls 
on town's historic Pola cinema

THE FINAL curtain fell at Welsh¬ 
pool’s historic cinema - with just 
a handful of people to witness the 
end. 

The Pola Cinema, which opened in 
1938, has been an attraction for cou¬ 
ples and families in the town for more 
than 75 years. 

But it has been forced to close because of 
competition from nearby multiplexes. 

And last Thursday night the problems 
faced by the Pola were illustrated when the 
final two showings, Fast and Furious 6 and 
The Big Wedding, were played largely to 
empty seats. 

Almost every romance in the town is said 
to have blossomed amongst its seats - 
including the parents of current owner 
Richard Thacker. 

But now the two showings mean the Pola, 
which has also acted as a theatre and 
wrestling arena, has been confined to his¬ 
tory. 

Mr Thacker welcomed only a small num¬ 
ber of movie-goers to the final screenings, 
despite hopes that the queues of old would 
return for its final night. 

He said: “We only had 12 in the night 
before so I wasn’t expecting to go out with a 
bang in the end. It was mainly family and 
close friends saying goodbye to what is a 
beautiful building and a venue full of mem¬ 
ories. 

“I am extremely sad, but there is not a lot 
more we can do. When you look at Shrews¬ 
bury and the multi-screen complex it has 
with restaurants surrounding it we have no 
chance. 

“My fondest story from all is that my

mum Nancy and dad Charlie met while they 
both worked here and that is something I 
will never forget.” 

Taking up the story of how she met 
Richard’s father, who died in 2004, Mrs 
Thacker said: “I was working as an ush¬ 
erette and Charlie was doing the reels. We 
fell in love and that’s that. There really was¬ 
n’t many courting couples who haven’t been 


in this cinema. “I have a whole range of 
emotions, both sadness and relief. 

“In its glory days they would queue down 
the streets and I would be handing out ice 
creams at a rate of knots, but things change. 
There’s so much choice out there now.” 

Four jobs will be lost with the cinema’s 
closure, but the Regent Cinema the family 
also runs in Newtown will not be affected.

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Royal eisteddfod remembered 


by Sue Austin 


THE seven-year-old girl who pre¬ 
sented the newly-crowned Queen 
with a bouquet at the Llangollen 
International Musical Eisteddfod 60 
years ago is to be a special guest at 
this year’s event. 

When the Queen visited the eisteddfod in 
1953 it was only a month after her Coronation 
and was one of her first official duties. 

Nest Rhys Roberts, now Nest Adams, was 
chosen to make the presentation. 

The retired schoolteacher can remember the 
event vividly. 

She said: “I had to practise the curtsey and 
walk backwards for six paces because you 
weren’t allowed to turn your back on the 
Queen. 

“My mother trained me and made sure I 
practised the curtsey thoroughly. She was mar¬ 
vellous. She did a lot of amateur dramatics and 
she trained everyone who did the Peace Mes¬ 
sage at the eisteddfod. 

“I wasn’t nervous because we were so used 
to taking part in events and going on stage for 
chapel eisteddfodau. 

“The Queen smiled and just said thank you 
but I had fallen the day before and cut my lip 
and my mother was worried and had to use 
make-up to hide it. 

Her father, Jack Rhys Roberts, was chair¬ 
man of the eisteddfod and was one of the prime 
movers behind its foundation as a means to 
promote international peace.

She said: “He had served in both world wars 
and it was something he believed in very 
strongly. 

“He always said he would do anything he 
could to prevent such terrible wars again. 

“He felt the eisteddfod could be a way of 
bringing people together through music and 
competition and therefore create friendship 
and understanding between nations. 

“My mother, Olwen, taught French at the 
school and she was in great demand as an 
interpreter because in those days English was 


not the universal language it is today. 

“Many local people were used as interpreters 
covering most of the European languages.” 

Mrs Adams and her elder sister, Catherine, 
were both involved in the eisteddfod over the 
years, and she has many memories. 

She said: “I remember the Obernkirchen 
girls the same year as the Queen came. 

“I was about the same age as them and I 
remember thinking how attractive they all 
looked in their dirndl skirts and velvet 
bodices.” 


She added: “The eisteddfod brought so much 
colour and music into our lives and into the 
town. The excitement would build up as soon 
as the grounds committee began to get the field 
ready. My sister was older and acted as a host 
looking after groups for the week. One year she 
brought some Sicilians back to our house to 
cook spaghetti bolognaise. 

“They were fed up with the bland post war 
British diet and had brought their own dried 
spaghetti and garlic ‘just in case’. 

“She told them we already had spaghetti and 


handed them a tin of spaghetti in tomato 
sauce. I still remember the look of horror on 
their faces.” 

Catherine then set about trying to get the 
other necessary ingredients - olive oil from the 
chemist shop, the only way it was sold then and 
meant for earache - mince from the local 
butcher and as many tomatoes as possible. 

“They cooked it in our kitchen using every 
pan in the house, then we all ate it on the lawn 
outside.

Ex-soldier fails in legal bid 
for taxi costs following crash 


AN army veteran who says a horrendous car accident left him too 
scared to drive has failed to convince a top judge to award him com¬ 
pensation for thousands of pounds of taxi fares. 

Mark Henry Pashby, of Oswestry, who received an MBE for his army service in 2002, 
suffered a severe back injury when a car slammed into his vehicle in Liverpool eight years 


ago. 

The former Royal Green Jacket, now in his 50s, had to be cut from the wreckage and 
spent five weeks in hospital and said he had developed travel anxiety that kept him from 
the driving seat. 


His claim for £3,000-a-year in travel costs 
from motor insurers was rejected by a judge 
last year but he took the fight to London’s 
Appeal Court yesterday. 

The former-colour sergeant claims to 
have driven just once since the accident and 
on that occasion he endured another crash, 
which reinforced his fears, Lady Justice 
Black said. 

In a statement, Mr Pashby said: “I am 
still nervous in a car - not surprising, given 
the severity of the accident which is the sub¬ 
ject of this claim. I had to be cut out of the 
car and was fearful that it would catch fire 
with me trapped inside it.” 

However, a psychologist had stated that, 
while Mr Pashby might have suffered anxi¬ 
ety and some physical disabilities that 
restricted his driving ability, he did not have 
a phobia and was “capable” of operating a 
car. 

Mr Pashby, who previously received 
£250,000 in compensation after a serious 
assault in 1999, was able to complete fre¬ 
quent aeroplane trips, the judge added. 

The insurance company accepted liability 
for the crash that prompted Mr Pashby’s 
claim, with the judge awarding him £20,000 
for his pain, suffering, loss of amenity and 
past care. 

However, the judge placed “very little 
weight” on Mr Pashby’s evidence and 
rejected his claim for past and future travel

costs, Lady Justice Black added. Charles 
Feeny, for Mr Pashby, argued that his fear 
of driving was directly triggered by the 
crash and that the judge had wrongly found 
that his travel anxiety had subsided. 

But Lady Justice Black concluded: “The 
trial judge relied on that which was in the 
psychologist’s report to form his judgment 
and he was entitled to do so. 

“Counsel seems to think the only possible 
reason why the claimant was not driving 
was his anxiety. 

“in some cases that might be logical and 
persuasive. 

“However, Mr Pashby was found to have 
exaggerated his position. He might have 
had another reason. He might not have 
driven in order to substantiate his claim 
and he would have thought he would get his 
expenditure on taxis back. 

“It seems to me it is not possible in this 
particular case to say squarely that the only 
reason Mr Pashby was not driving must 
have been anxiety. It does not seem to me 
that his failing to drive is the corroboration 
that his counsel says it is.” 

Refusing permission for a full appeal, she 
concluded: “There is nothing, I am afraid, 
that has led me to conclude that there is any 
real prospect of a successful appeal in this 
case.”

THE LORD Lieutenant of Shropshire has 
praised staff at Oswestry and Ellesmere fire 
stations - for “all that you do” for the people 
of Shropshire. 

“We are hugely grateful for what you do. 
You are never thanked enough. It is only in 
an emergency when people are affected,” 
said Algernon Heber-Percy at an awards 
ceremony at the Theatre Severn in Shrews¬ 
bury. 

The Lord Lieutenant presented long serv¬ 
ice and good conduct medals to 12 firefight¬ 
ers and two support staff for completing 20 
years service with Shropshire Fire and Res¬ 
cue Service. 

“The hours of a firefighter are not con¬ 
ducive to family life and with the danger is 
the stress on families waiting at home,” the 


Lord Lieutenant told firefighters. We do 
take it for granted that you rescue people 
from fire in the middle of the night. You run 
towards a disaster when everyone else 
would run away.” 

Receiving the awards were Steve Moor¬ 
house, whose “proudest moment” was when 
he was promoted to Officer in Charge at 
Ellesemere Fire Station. 

Steve joined Shropshire Fire and Rescue 
Service in 1992 and has worked for Lloyds 
Animal Feeds for 25 years as their opera¬ 
tions manager. 

Postal worker Adrian Bowen has been a 
retained firefighter at Oswestry Fire Station 
since 1992. He is involved in station 
fundraising activities which have raised 
over £100,000 for charities. 


Fear law 
changes 
will hit 
children 

A LAW expert has claimed 
changes to the Legal Aid sys¬ 
tem will cause “serious long 
term damage to children”. 

John Lancaster, a partner 
at GHP Legal of Oswestry, 
said the damage will be 
caused by the abolition of 
Legal Aid for parents deal¬ 
ing with resident and con¬ 
tact issues. 

Mr Lancaster spoke out 
after a major new report by 
the Centre for Social Justice 
(CSJ). The report states that 
lone parent families are 
increasing at a rate of more 
than 20,000 a year, and are 
expected to total more than 
two million by the time of 
the next election. 

It also accuses the Gov¬ 
ernment of turning a blind 
eye to its commitment to 
promote family stability - 
something Mr Lancaster 
believes is already evident 
from the way it addressed 
family issues during its ref¬ 
ormation of Legal Aid. 

He said: “It is preferable 
for children to have endur¬ 
ing and strong relationships 
with both parents, sup¬ 
ported by regular contact 
and this report highlights 
that. In the light of the CSJ 
report and the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s proclaimed desire to 
‘get a grip’ on the problem, 
it is incomprehensible that 
the Government has denied 
legal aid to parents to deal 
with issues of contact and 
residence.”

Flood fears fight 
now on Youtube 

OBJECTORS fighting plans for up to 70 homes in 
their village say they have photographic evidence 
that it could create a flood risk - and are urging 
councillors to see it. 

Developers have applied to build 69 homes on 
land off Kingfisher Way at Morda. 

They say the housing will not create a flood risk, 
despite more than two dozen objectors writing to 
Shropshire Council about the possible impact on 
the area’s floodplains. 

Now local residents Martyn Bentley and Ian 
Osborne have come forward with a picture and 
video of the swollen River Morda after a night of 
heavy rain last month. Mr Osborne has posted the 
footage on Youtube and urged council chiefs to 
view it at ‘River Morda Flood’. 

But a flood risk assessment report lodged with 
Shropshire Council says there there will be no 
flooding threat. The assessment was carried out 
by civil and structuring engineers DA Sluce and 
Partners on the proposed road access to the site. 

Shropshire Council hopes to made a decision on 
the application by July 12. 


A 21 -YEAR-old man from Oswestry is facing 
his third battle with cancer in just two years. 

Joel Hassall was 19 and waiting for a call up for 
the Royal Navy when he first learned he had 
Hodgkin’s Lymphoma - a type of cancer related to 
white blood cells. 

His mother Jenette has explained how the family’s life 
had been turned upside down. 

She said: “Joel went to school at the Marches Second¬ 
ary School and then went on to Walford and North 
Shropshire College in Oswestry to 
study a sports course. 

“He applied to join the Navy 
when he left college, went on a 
selection weekend and got acc¬ 
epted. 

“Whilst waiting for his call up he 
got a job at Oswestry Royal Mail 
delivery office as a postman.” 

She said that in September 2010 
aged 19 Joel started to feel unwell. 

“He visited the doctor and was 
sent for X-rays next day. He also 
had a ‘CT’ scan. 

Expenses 

“He was rushed to hospital that 
evening and told the next day he had 
cancer. 

“After diagnosing Hodgkin’s Lym¬ 
phoma, Joel had chemotherapy and 
was given the all clear in March 
2011 .” 

But in July 2011, the Hodgkin’s 
Lymphoma returned. 

“Joel was given further chemo 
which didn’t work, they tried a third, 
different type of chemo, but that did¬ 
n’t work. 

“He then had a stem cell trans¬ 
plant in February 2012.”

But cancer returned in Joel’s spine in 
April 2013, and the young man is now about 
to embark on battle number three, at the 
age of 21. 

The treatment has taken its toll not only 
on Joel but also on his family, and now 
friends have set up a fundraising appeal, 
Joel’s Goal, to help them cope with the cost 
of hospital appointments and other 
expenses. 

The next fundraiser will be a charity foot¬ 
ball match on June 23 at noon at Morda 
United Football Club, Morda. A team of

OSWESTRY’S Christmas lights 
will need emergency repairs 
costing £12,000 before being 
used again this year, it has 
emerged. 

An inspection of the lights system 
by an electrical contractor has 
revealed “major issues” in the infra¬ 
structure of the system. 

The inspection was carried out at the 
request of Paul Mitchell from Christmas 
Plus, the company which designed and 
installed the town’s illuminations. 

In a report to Oswestry Town Council he 
revealed that the inspection had revealed 
that “major issues were evident relating to 
standards and regulations and a budget 
cost in the region of £12,000 will be 
required for such emergency work.” 

The majority of the cost would go 
towards new boxes, which will also require 
new cabling. 

At a meeting of the council’s finance 
committee on Monday, councillors agreed 
that the lights did need servicing and that 
tenders would be sought for the work. 

Councillor Martin Bennett said: “The 
next stage will be to have a meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the tenders. We do need to resolve 
these issues regarding the Christmas 
lights.” 

Committee members also heard that 
improvements would be made to the deco¬ 
rations in Cross Street following criticism 
in previous years. 

More yellow and gold features will be 
added in to this year’s display. 

More LED lights will also be added to 
the garland at the Cross, with the possibil¬ 
ity of replacing the garland for 2014.

New rules 
to protect 
historic 
canal area 

THE world-famous Pontcy- 
syllte Aqueduct and the 
Llangollen Canal have been 
granted extra protection 
against inappropriate devel¬ 
opment under new council 
planning rules. 

The extra safeguards have 
been placed on the World 
Heritage Site after members 
of Denbighshire County 
Council agreed the plan 
after a lengthy debate. 

Councillors also agreed 
that the special protection 
should also be given to the 
Clwydian mountain range 
and Dee Valley Area of Out¬ 
standing Natural Beauty. 

The move has been wel¬ 
comed by canal enthusiasts 
in Shropshire. 

Maggie Rowlands, of 
Chirk Bank, secretary of 
Friends of the Pontcysyllte 
Aqueduct and Canal World 
Heritage Site, said: “It is 
important for councils to 
protect World Heritage 
Sites. 

“The granting of the sta¬ 
tus to the aqueduct and the 
canal means it is important 
as other famous sites such as 
the Taj Mahal. 

“It is important to protect 
the site and also the context 
in which it sits. 

“Despite the area being 
given World Heritage Site 
status there is no statutory 
obligation for councils to 
offer more protection so that 
is why it is important local 
authorities buy into the pro¬ 
viding that protection.”

A billion stars glint above and below there 
is movement. Human spectators gather 
around a waterhole. Lights clarify the view 
and hordes of moths and other insects are 
drawn from all around. 

On the ground it is rocky and dusty. The 
sides of the water hole gently slope down to 
the oasis. 

A small herd of springbok has gathered on 
the far side, away from camp. Behind them 
is blackness. And in the blackness, lurks 
their nemeses. 

The lioness is patient. She places each 
paw in front of the other with the utmost 
precision and care. She is in the open and 
the springbok are nervous. The floodlights 
illuminate the oppressive landscape for all 
to see; like some ancient gladiatorial battle 
about to commence. 

Two giant elephant bulls stand motion¬ 
less next to the waterhole, watching, but

knowing they will play no part in the forth¬ 
coming proceedings. 

Suddenly she explodes from the black. 
There are gasps around the gathered 
campers. She closes the distance quickly but 
the springbok are quicker. 

She singles one out and they twist and 
jink, a seemingly impossible task consider¬ 
ing the amount of rocks and stones strewn 
across their paths. 

Then, she gives up. This springbok will 
live to run another day. 

But this scene is not one that is relegated 
to annuls of African game records. Substi¬ 
tute the species for Salopian ones and it is 
possible, given some luck, to witness the 
same excitement on your doorstep. 


There is a mammal native to these lands 
that has a fearsome reputation; one that 
everyone has heard of and yet is seldom, if 
ever, seen in a lifetime. Its range has 
expanded since the late 19th century to 
include New Zealand, where it is held 
responsible for declines in native bird pop¬ 
ulations. 

Threat 

It is classed by the IUCN as ‘Least Con¬ 
cern’, due to its wide circumpolar distribu¬ 
tion, and because it does not face any 
significant threat to its survival. In other 
words, it’s a common as muck. It has also 
been nominated in its non-native countries 
as one of the top 100 “world’s worst invasive 
species”. 

Yet most who see it in this country, fall in 
love with it. 

I’m referring to the stoat - and now is as 
good a time as any to see them. 

Stoats breed once a year, mating from 
now through to August and although the 
actual pregnancy is only 30 days, this is one 
of the species that exhibits delayed implan¬ 


tation’ of the foetus and as a result, the 
female will only begin her pregnancy this 
time next year. In the meantime she has to 
raise ‘last year’s’ kits. 

Her litter may contain 3 to 10 kits and 
they are born blind and deaf, nearly hair¬ 
less, and tiny (weighing about 4g). However, 
they grow quickly, and by five weeks they 
can eat solid food. By 12 weeks they are 
weaned and can hunt well. So we’ve found 
a substitute for our lioness, but what about 
the springbok? 

Stoats are excellent hunters of rabbits 
and if you’re in an undisturbed area of coun¬ 
tryside with a clear view of a group of rab¬ 
bits, it’s definitely worth watching them. 

Stoats will stalk them briefly and then 
run at them, picking one to chase, wear 
down and climb onto the back of, delivering 
a few sharp bites to the back of the neck. 
The struggle of life and death can be seen 
wherever you care to look in the natural 
world.

THERE’S still something very spe¬ 
cial about driving a Jaguar even 
though the luxury market, once 
dominated by the brand, is now 
awash with competition. 

The XF epitomises everything that is Jaguar 
with stylish looks, terrific handling, refinement 
and fuel efficiency - a great combination of lux¬ 
ury and sporting performance. 

There’s a real air of quality about the XF. 
There’s perfect balance, a forgiving ride whether 
on motorway or country lane and enough grip 
to encourage the driver to test the vehicle to its 
limits. In fact it’s difficult to find anything to say 
against the performance of the 2.2 litre Turbo 
Diesel Luxury on test when you consider you 
can top speed at 140mph, reach 60mph in eight 
seconds and get combined fuel figures of 
54.3mpg. 

Emission levels are good too with C02 at 
139g/km and the diesels come with a super¬ 
smooth eight-speed automatic gearbox. 

Inside the cabin is where Jaguar scores the 
most points. There’s a stitched leather dash¬ 
board and door cappings to the aluminium and 
wood furnishings along with blue mood lighting. 

I’m not a big fan of the Jaguar gear selection 
system which sees the control knob rise from 
the normal gear shift area because I found 
myself having to take my eyes off the road to 
select forward or reverse.

The driving position is superb with the steer¬ 
ing column adjusting for both rake and reach 
but rear seat passengers commented on a lack 
of headroom and poor visibility. 

The XF’s dashboard looks great, but there are 
some issues. The touch-screen icons can be dif¬ 
ficult to hit on the move, and the menus can be 
confusing. Rear visibility isn’t great, but you get 
a brilliant driving position, which is adjusted 
electrically. 

The inside gets top treatment from leather 
seats with suede inserts, a driver information 
centre, electric windows, leather steering wheel 
and plenty of storage space. 


Safety remains high on Jaguar’s schedule. 
The XF has ABS, front and side airbags, dead¬ 
locking, cornering brake control, emergency 
brake assist, a bonnet that springs up in a colli¬ 
sion, a whiplash protection system, security and 
smart key systems, diesel misfueling protection, 
seat belt reminders, lane-change indicators and 
hazard warning lights that click in under heavy 
braking. 

You also get an intelligent stop/start system, 
a brake pad wear indicator, Jaguar drive control 
with sport and winter modes, stability control, 
electric parking brake and an automatic speed 
limiter. 


Outwardly the XF has sensational looks with 
bright side window surrounds, a bright upper 
mesh grille and HID Xenon headlamps with LED 
daytime running lights. 

There’s also a surprisingly big boot which 
easily passed the golf club test. 

The 2.2 XF on test had an on-the-road price 
of £33,940 but this rockets if you add up the fit¬ 
ted extra. 

These included mirror pack £430; Xenon 
headlamps £450; climate pack £810; blind spot 
monitor £460; folding rear seats £360; audio 
system £1,275; smart key system £450 and 
interactive voice control £450.
